GODFREY  BROWN  Sr. 


"A  Minister  end  a  Farmer" 


He  vas  bom  a  slave  in  Brunswick  County  Virginia  during  the  year  of 
1783,  and  he  died  January  3,  1343,  age  75  years. 

And  by  him  haring  a  good  Master  he  vas  freed  on  March  7,  1820.  And 
he  vas  also  .able  to  save  enough  money  to  buy  his  family  out  of  boundage.

vrell  known  Brown  settlement  in  that  township.  On  this  lend  he  and  his  sms 
built  log  cabins  for  his  family  and  in  the  center  of  this  large  farm,  he  end 
his  sons  milt  a  log  church  calling  it  "The  Middle  F.un  Baptist  Church"  because 
it  was  built  between  two  streams  of  "water,  this  being  the  first  colored 
Baptist  Church  organised  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  This  church  was  built  in  the 
foil  of  1622  and  vas  moved  from  this  location  to  Xenia  in  the  year  of  IS89  end 
is  still  active. 

He  reserved  one  half  acre  of  land  for  a  graveyard,  near  the  Church  he 
and  his  sens  built,  here  is  where  he  and  his  family  are  buried,  and  his  tomb¬ 
stone  still  stands.

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FREED  NEGROES  OF  EARIY  DAYS,  GREEN  COUNTY,  OHIO 


The  following  was  copied  from  an  ancient  Court  House  record  book 
by  Harvey  Elam,  County  Recorder  of  Green  County,  Ohio: 

"I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  bearer  hereof  Godfrey  Brown  a  free  man 
of  colour  aged  fifty-two  years  about  five  feet  ten  and  one-half  inches 
high,  yellow  complexion,  has  two  scars  on  his  left  arm  near  the  elbow, 
carries  the  nark  of  small  pox  on  the  face  and  was  emancipated  by  John  T. 
Bcwdoin  as  win  appear  by  reference  to  the  deed  of  emancipation  duly 
recorded  in  the  county  court  aforesaid.  Given  under  my  hand  this  seventh 
"'day  of  March  1820.

COMMENT.:  Edvard  Dromgoole,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  C.,  his  wife,  of  the  County  of 
Brunswick,  State  of  Virginia  sold  to  Godfrey  Brown  for  $1,000,  254  acres 

of  land  in  Caesar  Creek  Township,  Green  County,  Ohio.  The  deed  was  made 
March  23,  1822.  Thus  began  the  well  known  Brown  settlement  in  that  township. 

COMMENT:  Edward  Drcmgcole,  Jr.,  was  the  son  of  Edward  Dromgoole,  Sr.,  en  out¬ 
standing  man  in  the  early  Methodism  of  Virginia.  His  wife  Sarah  C.  Drcmgcole 
was  the  daughter  of  Peter  Pelham  the  county  auditor  of  Green  County.

At  a  term  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Said  County  by  and  at  the 
Court  House  in  said  County  on  the  Twentieth  day  of  February  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty  Three  these  present  the 
Honorable  Elijah  Vance  President  &  Samuel  Kyle  Simon  Dunn  &  Abner  G.  Luce 
Associate  Judges  of  said  Court.  The  last  will  and  testament  of  Godfrey 
Brown  late  of  said  County  deceased  was  brought  into  Court  for  probate 
and  duly  proven  by  the  Oaths  of  Samuel  T.  Gwens  and  Joseph  Boots  two  of 
the  subscribing  witnesses  thereto  whose  examination  were  reduced  to 
writing  and  it  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that  said 
Godfrey  Brown  was  at  the  time  of  Executing  said  Will  of  sound  mind  and 
memory,  over  tventy  one  years  of  age  and  not  under  any  restraint  it  is 
ordered  that  said  Will  &  proof  so  reduced  to  writing  be  recorded  and 
thereupon  no  motion  of  Aaron  Lambert  and  John  Birt  the  Executors  named 
and  appointed  in  said  Will  it  is  ordered  that  letters  of  testamentary  and 
thereupon  the  said  Aaron  Lambert  and  John  Birt  with  John  Weaver  and  Ward 
McNair  their  securities  whom  the  Court  accept  entered  into  Bond  in  the 
penal  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Dollars,  Conditioned  according  to  law.  The 
Court  appointed  Joseph  Boots,  Thomas  B.  Cummings  and  Hiram  Adit  appraisers 
of  the  personal  property  of  said  deceased  which  said  Will  and  probate  are 
in  the  words  and  of  the  tenor  following  towit:  — - 

I  Godfrey  Brown  of  the  County  of  Green,  and  State  of  Ohio,  being  sick 
and  feeble  in  body  but  of  sound  and  disposing  mind  and  memory  and  being 
desirous  to  settle  my  Wordly  affairs  and  be  prepared  to  die  when  it  shall 
please  God  to  call  me  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  Will  and  testament 
in  manner  and  form  following;  That  is  to  say  - 

1st,  and  principally  I  Commit  my  Soul  to  God  and  my  body  to  the  Earth 
to  be  decently  buried  and  all  my  funeral  expenses  to  be  paid. 

2nd,  as  to  debts,  thank  God  I  owe  no  man  anything  but  love. 

3rd,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  wife  Chaney  Brora  all  the  rents  and 
profits  arriving  from  the  home  far,  that  at  the  meeting  house  and  that 
which  my  son  Godfrey  Brown  cleared  in  his  lifetime  during  her  life. 

4th,  I  give  and  devise  unto  my  Sons  Samuel  and  Richard  Brora  the 
equal  undivided  East  half  of  my  tract  of  land  lying  in  Green  County  to  be 
divided  as  follows  viz:  1st  by  a  line  running  North  and  South  parallel 
with  the  outside  lines  dividing  the  whole  into  two  equal  quantities,  then 
by  a  line  running  parallel  with  the  outside  lines  dividing  the  whole 
tract  into  two  equal  quantities,  then  by  a  line  running  parallel  with  the 
outside  lines  dividing  the  said  East  half  into  two  equal  parts:  Samuel  to 
have  the  North  end,  and  Richard  the  South  end. 

5th,  I  lend  unto  my  daughter  Polly  Baker  the  South  end  of  the  West 
half  of  the  aforesaid  tract  of  land  divided  in  the  same  way  as  the  East 
half  during  her  life  and  after  her  death  I  give  it  to  her  children, 
forever. 

6th,  I  lend  unto  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Green  the  North  end  of  the 
aforesaid  West  half  during  her  life  and  after  her  death  I  give  it  to  her 
children  forever. 

7th,  I  lend  to  my  daughter  Rebiana  Swift  60  acres  of  land  lying  in 
Shelby  County,  Ohio,  being  the  West  half  of  the  South  East  quarter  of 
Section  five,  township  Seven,  South,  and  Range  No  6  East  during  her  life 
and  after  her  death,  I  give  it  to  her  children  forever.  ^ 
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8th,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  granddaughter  Sally  Brown  the  undivided 
half  of  "the  South  East  quarter  of  Section  No  36  in  Township  Ho  1  South  and 
Range  No  3  East  lying  in  Van  Vert  Counuy,  Ohio. 

9th,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  two  granddaughters  Agnes  and  Julia  Brown 
jointly  the  other  half  of  the  aforesaid  quarter  Section. 

10th,  I  desire  that  all  my  personal  property  except  my  wagon  be  sold 
after  the  death  of  my  wife  and  my  Executors  paid  their  fees  out  of  it  and 
all  debts  that  may  be  against  my  estate,  and  the  balance  if  any  equally  divided 
between  an  my  children  that  may  then  be  living. 

nth,  I  give  and  devise  unto  my  grandchildren  Julia,  Sarah  Ann,  Sally  and 
James  Worthington  Brown  loO  acres  of  land  lying  in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio, 
being  the  S.E.  quarter  of  the  S.W.  quarter  of  Section  Ho.  II  in  Township  No.  3 
(wnishire)  South  and  Range  No.  1  East,  and  the  East  half  of  the  N.W.  quarter 
and  the  S.W.  quarter  of  the  N.W.  quarter  of  Section  No.  l4  Township  No.  3 
(wnishire)  South  and  Range  No.  1  East,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them 
when  they  become  of  age. 

12th,  I  give  my  wagon  to  those  to  whom  1  have  given  my  old  farm  towit 
Samuel,  Richard,  Polly  Baker  and  Elizabeth  Greene  to  be  used  by  then  in 
Conran. 

13th,  I  reserve  one  half  acre  of  land  for  a  grave  yard  to  be  laid  off 
in  a  square  form  where  the  graveyard  new  is:  no  matter  whose  lot  it  may  fall  in. 

l4th,  and  I  hereby  appoint  Aaron  Lambert  and  John  Birt,  executors  of 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  and  I  do  also  revoke  all  other  Wills  and 
Testaments  by  me  made  and  do  declare  this  to  be  my  only  Will  and  Testament 
signed,  sealed,  published  and  declared  in  presence  of  each  other  subscribed 
our  names  as  witnesses.

He  was  bora  a  slave  in  the  year  of  1799,  in  Brunswick  County  Ya. 

He  died  in  1870,  at  the  Brown  Homestead  in  Caesar  Creek  Township  Green 
County,  Ohio,  about  seven  miles  south  east  of  Xenia,  Ohio.  And  was 
buried  in  the  family  Grave  Yard. 

He  helped  his  father  clear  off  the  land  where  they  lived,  and  he 
also  helped  his  father  build  the  Middle  Run  Church. 

He  was  married  twice  having  three  children  by  his  first  wife,  and 
their  names  were  -  Alexander,  Silas  and  Louisa. 

His  second  wife  Eliza  (Brandcm)  Brown,  she  was  white  and  she  was 
a  full  blooded  Irish  Woman  and  she  came  to  this  country  from  a  small 
town  in  Ireland,  and  she  bore  him  six  children,  William,  James,  Samuel 
Jr.,  Victoria,  Lincoln  and  Laura. 

He  cams  along  with  his  father  Godfrey  Brown  to  Lima,  Ohio,  and  he 
also  bought  land  from  the  Government  located  in  Van  Wert,  County,  Ohio.

He  also  raised  three  homeless  boys  that  he  inspired  and  trained 
as  Ministers,  and  they  were  Rev.  Peter  Everett,  Rev.  Samuel  Thomas  and 
Rev.  Alexander  Woodley.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  Said  deceased: 

Will 

I,  Samuel  Brown,  of  the  county  of  Green  and  State  of  Ohio,  do 
hereby  make  and  publish  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  in  words 
and  manner  following  to-wit: 

First.  I  will  that  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  be  paid. 

Second.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife,  Eliza,  three 
horses  and  three  cows  to  be  selected  by  herself;  and  all  of  my  farming 
implements  and  my  household  furniture. 

Third.  I  give  and  devise  unto  my  said  wife  in  lieu  of  her  dower 
the  farm  on  which  we  now  reside  situated  Ceasar  Creek  Township,  Green 
County,  State  of  Ohio,  Containing  about  sixty  acres,  during  her  natural 
life,  she  remaining  unmarried  with  all  the  rents  issues  and  profits  thereof. 

Fourth.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandscn,  John  W.  Jackson,  one 
hundred  dollars  now  in  the  charge  of  my  said  wife  to  be  put  out  to 
interest  and  the  interest  paid  him  annually  until  he  arrives  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one. 

Fifth.  I  give  and  devise  to  my  son  Alexander  and  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever  the  following  real  estate  situated  in  the  county  of 
Van  Wert,  in  the  State  of  Chio,  to-wit:-  The  south-east  quarter  of

Sixth.  I  give  and  devise  to  my  sons,  William  H.  and  James  R. 
their  heirs  and  assigns  the  following  real  estate  situated  in  the 
County  of  Van  Wert,  State  of  Chio,  to-wit:  The  S.W.  £  of  the  S.  W.  £ 
of  Section  No.  11,  Town  3,  Range  No.  1,  and  the  N.  W.  £  of  the  IT.  W. 

Section  No.  1L,  Town  No.  3>  Range  No.  1,  to  be  equally  and  so  divided 
between  them  that  each  shall  have  forty  acres,  with  an  equal  quantity

thirty  acres  or  about  thirty  acres. 
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Eighth.  I  give  and  devise  unto  my'  son  Silas  G.  for  and  during 
his  natural  life  the  following  real  estate  situated  in  the  county  c..'  • 

Green  and  State  of  Ohio,  to-wit:  The  lot  now  occupied  by  him  situated 
on  the  South  side  of  Church  Street  in  the  City  of  Xenia  and  on  his 
decease  to  his  daughter  Lilia,  her  heirs  and  assigns. 

Nineth.  I  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  said  wife  Eliza 
executrix  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  and  I  hereby  revoke 
any  Will  heretofore  executed  by  me. 

In  witness  whereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand ‘and  seal  this  day  of 
June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine  (1869). 

Tenth.  I  give  and  devise  to  my  two  daughters  Victoria  and  Laura 
and  my  said  wife  during  her  natural  life  (and  remaining  unmarried)  the 
rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  house  and  lot  situated  at  the  forks  of 
roads  leading  to  Jamestown  and  New  Jasper  in  the  city  of  Xenia,  Green 
County,  Ohio,  and  in  the  event  the  decease  of  my  said  wife  or  marrying 
I  devise  the  said  property  to  my  said  daughters  and  their  heirs  and  assigns 
forever.

They  were  born  on  their  father's  farm  of  which  he  inherited  from 
their  grandfather,  Godfrey  Brown,  Sr.,  located  about  seven  miles  south¬ 
east  of  Xenia,  Ohio,  in  Caesar  Creek  Township,  Green  County,  Ohio. 

Their  father,  Samuel,  died  in  1870.  William  was  only  sixteen  and 
James  R  fourteen  years  of  age.  They  were  quite  young  but  with  the  help 
of  their  mother  they  farmed  the  home  place. 

In  the  Spring  of  187U,  William,  just  wenty  and  James  eighteen  years 
old,  their  mother  helped  them  and  they  bought  a  team  of  horses  and  a 
spring  wagon  and  they  drove  this  tean  of  horses  and  wagon,  carrying  their 
supplies  from  their  home  in  Green  County,  Ohio  to  the  eighty  acre  tract  of 
land  that  they  had  inherited  from  their  father  in  Section  No.  11  and  lU, 
Willshire  Township,  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio. 

The  first  thing  they  did  after  arriving  here  was  to  build  a  log 
house  and  clear  off  a  patch  of  ground  so  they  could  raise  enough  food  to 
live  on.  All  of  this  12nd  had  timber  on  it  and  it  had  to  be  cleared  off. 

In  the  year  of  1883,  this  colored  community  had  enough  people 
living  in  it  that  they  organized  a  Church,  calling  it  the  "SECOND  ZION 
BAPTIST  CHURCH"  and  these  two  brothers  helped  to  build  this  Church.  James 
built  a  new  home  just  south  of  the  Church  in  1901  and  in  190U  William 
built  a  new  hone  north  of  the  Church. 

William  H.  married  Alice  Pettiford  and  they  were  blessed  with 
eleven  children:  -  Maela,  Raymond,  Alvertie,  Eessie,  Andrew,  Godfrey, 

Elmer,  Cmer,  Harvey,  Lincoln  and  Dorothy.  He  raised  nine  of  these  to 
maturity. 

Alice  Pettiford  Brown,  the  wife  of  William  H. ,  was  born  November  18, 
1871  in  Willshire-  Township,  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio.  The  daughter  of 'James 
and'Margaret  Pettiford  and  she  was  raised  on  her  father's  farm,  one-half 
mile  east  of  Glenmore ,  Ohio,  Willshire  Township.  She  died  March_23,  1952. 

William  H.  Brown  and  his  wife  Alice  and  five  of  their  children, 
Raymond,  Alvertie,  Godfrey,  Omer  and  Lincoln  are  buried  in  the  Greenbrier 
Cemetery,  one  mile  south  of  Glenmore,  Ohio  in  Willshire  Township,  Van 
Wert  County. 

James  R.  Brown  married  Belle  Pettiford.  t>he  was  the  daughter  of 
James  and  Margaret  Pettiford  and  a  sister  to  Alice  Pettiford,  William' s 
wife.  James  R.  and  Belle  had  no  children. 

James  R.  Brown  is  buried  in  the  Greenbrier  Cemetery,  as  described 
above.

EARLY  HISTORY  CF  MIDDLE  RUN  BAPTIST  CHURCH  AT  XENIA,  OHIO 


At  the  beginning  of  the  19th  Century,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  there 
lived,  worked  prayed  and  preached,  a  young  Negro  slave,  called  Godfrey  Brown. 

We  do  not  know' the  date  of  Godfrey's  birth,  but  we  do  know  that  his  parents 
lived  during  the  time  of  George  Washington  and  that  they  belonged  to  a  rich 
family  of  Agriculturists  and  Tobacco  Planters,  who  were  kind  to  their  slaves, 
allowing  then  al 1  the  privileges  of  family  life  in  their  cabins,  and  of  saving 
for  their  ora  use,  any  extra  money  they  could  make. 

Godfrey  Brown  and  his  wife  reared  a  family,  we  know  of  three  sons  and  two 
daughters.  These  sons  and  daughters  were  strong,  willing  laborers  and  helped 
their  parents  keep  up  the  required  amount  of  work  for  their  owners  and  by 
working  at  night  and  hiring  out  to  other  planters,  they  earned  and  saved  a 
large  sum  of  money.  After  Godfrey's  parents  were  dead,  his  master  told  horn 
and  his  wife  that  they  would  be  allowed  to  purchase  the  freedom  of  themselves 
and  their  families  if  they  could  save  enough  money  to  do  so.  They  continued 
to  work  and  save  until  the  spring  of  1822,  when  they  paid  to  their  master 
$5,650.00  for  the  freedom  of  themselves  and  children.  Thanking  Gcd  and  their 
Christian  former  owners  for  the  legal  papers,  which  allowed  them  to  go  where 
they  chose  to  make  their  new  homes,  they  came  to  Ohio,  bringing  with  them  a  “ 
tobacco  box  of  paper  money,  seme  fine  horses,  and  their  household  goods.  Ohio 
had  not  been  a  State  very  long  then  and  land  was  cheap.  Godfrey  Brown  bought 
hundreds  of  acres  of  land  and  started  the  Brown  Settlement,  seven  miles 
southeast  of  Xenia.  This  was  one  of  the  first  Negro  settlements  in  Ohio  and 
the  first  one  in  this  part  of  the  State.  The  oldest  son  of  Godfrey  Brown, 
Samuel,  was  also  called  to  preach  and  father  and  son  often  went  to  Chillicothe 
and  every  new  settlement,  white  or  colored,  for  miles  around  where  they  preached 
and  became  well  known  to  Ohio  Pioneers. 

In  the  fall  of  1022,  after  the  log  houses  were  built  for  his  own  family, 
Godfrey  Brown  and  his  sons,  Samuel,  Richard  and  Moses,  chose  a  section  of 
ground  between  two  branches  of  a  stream  or  run  of  water  to  lay  the  foundation 
of  a  church  where  they  could  better  serve  and  praise  God  and  rear  their 
children  to  Christian  manhood  and  womanhood.  These  men  built  this  church, 
named  it,  on  the  account  of  its  special  location,  the  "Middle  Run  Baptist 
Church,"  and  held  a  great  service,  by  which  it  was  prayerfully  and  gloriously 
dedicated  to  the  future  service  of  Gcd.  Though  very  illiterate  in  bock 
learning,  Godfrey  Brown  could  read  parts  of  the  Bible,  he  was  gifted  with  the 
power  of  the  Spirit,  and  he  even  preached  in  Xenia's  first  Court  House  to  the 
old  white  settlers.  His  sons  and  daughters  and  their  families  soon  made  a  good 
sized  community  with  hemes  of  plenty  and  a  Church  and  School  House.  After 
Godfrey  Brown  died,  a  section  of  land  was  set  apart  for  "God's  Acre",  where 
their  dead  might  rest  near.  Rev.  Samuel  Brown,  the  oldest  son,  was  the  father 
of  Alexander,  Silas,  Louisa,  William,  Richard,  Victoria,  Samuel  Jr.,  Laura  and 
Lincoln  Brown.  Rev.  Samuel  Brown  was  the  grandfather  and  great  grandfather  of 
all  the  Brc.ra  descendants  living  now  -  these  have  some  cousins  who  are  the 
grandchildren  of  his  brother.  Uncle  Dicky  Brown,  and  sister,  Aunt  Elizabeth 
Green.  Eesides  this  family,  other  families  moved  near  Brown  Settlement  and 
att, ended  Middle  Run  Church  and  the  settlement  School.  Cur  grandfather,  not 
only  served  God  by  preaching,  but  he  worked  hard  and  reared,  besides  his  ct/n 
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large  family,  three  homeless  boys  who,  with  his  son,  Samuel,  he  inspired 
and  trained  as  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  -  these  were  Rev.  Feter  Everett, 

Rev  Samuel  Thomas  and  Rev.  Alexander  Woodley,  who  have  gone  to  their  reward. 

For  many  years,  the  colored  people  of  Xenia  and  vicinity  used  to  go  to 
Brown  Settlement  to  great  basket  meetings,  where  the  gospel  was  preached  and 
many  rejoiced  in  serving  the  Master.  There  are  not  many  members  of  the  old 
Brown  family  who  can  be  here  at  Middle  Run  Church  to  worship  with  you,  to 
praise  the  same  God  that  Godfrey  Brown  loved  and  served  so  faithfully. 

We  are  proud  to  see  Middle  Run  Church  prospering  and  doing  what  she  can 
for  Christ  in  her  community.  The  spirits  of  Godfrey  and  Samuel  Brown  are 
pleased  with  the  growth  of  the  seed  they  planted.  The  old  fathers  of  this 
church  were  filled  with  the  Spirit  of  God  -  they  could  not  have  gene  through 
life  and  never  touched  the  vast  work  that  Christ  wants  done  for  His  Kingdom 
building;  let  us  do  our  part  as  they  did  theirs,  and  in  the  end,  accept  the 
victory  of  Eternal  Life.

In  Indianapolis,  Indiana  in  January  1929,  The  Lewis 
Business  College  was  opened  by  Mrs.  Violet  T.  Lewis.  She 
felt  that  there  was  a  need  for  an  institution  to  offer 
business  training  to  young  men  and  women. 

The  day  the  school  opened,  the  equipment  consisted  of 
one  typewriter,  one  instructor,  one  office  clerk,  and  one 
janitor.  The  president  of  Lewis  Business  College  filled  all 
these  capacities. 

After  ten  years  of  operation  In  Indianapolis,  and  sur¬ 
viving  during  the  depression  years,  Violet  Lewis  felt  a  need 
for  expansion.  After  visiting  the  dynamic  city  of  Detroit 
and  finding  no  school  that  offered  business  training  to  the 
Negro  youth  of  that  city,  she  decided  to  open  a  branch  of 
the  Lewis  Business  College  in  Detroit.  This  school  opened 
in  1939  at  West  TTarren  and  McGraw.  The  Detroit  school  grew 
so  rapidly  that  it  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Indian¬ 
apolis  school  and  devoting  all  interests  to  Detroit. 

The  school  soon  outgrew  its  quarters  on  West  Warren  an  1 
so  Mrs,  Lewis  purchased  the  present  site  in  the  Art  Center  of 
Detroit  on  John  R,  Street,  in  194l»  In  September  1955,  Lewis 
Business  College  purchased  the  adjacent  property  to  the 
school  at  222  E.  Ferry  to  keep  pace  with  its  expanding  pro¬ 
gram.  The  present  assessed  valuation  of  property  and  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  Lewis  Business  College  Is  $150,000.  The  tre¬ 
mendous  growth  pf  this  school  which  started  In  a  store  .front 
in  Indianapolis,  came  about  through  the  desire  of  Violet  T. 
Lewis  to  offer  a  service  to  the  Negro  youth  In  her  community.
